While the subpoena appears to be a dod^ fdjoniad up 1* Henphis of ficlalu vlio are 
not sti’smeers to ine and is exceptional in ite vagusiteas, it itent^es no polioe radio 
log trsLscn.'ipts. Where aerial numbers are givraa for the Jiemphia Police Dept. (KED) 
rc-cordtJ 3 ubpoena->l thi’se numbers would appear to prsolude the period of tJia iffiD logs. 

2b O.A. 75“1996, as I have called to the EBI*s attontioii, it has provided its 
cam teanscidpta of the police broadcasts of a peiiod later than tJie ^ment of tee axdina 
but not of the tiice of the crijiie* The OiS report cites tiie HID logs of the time of tbs 
criiii and dees not account for obtaining the logs under subpoena, X aa thus led to 
believe that the FBI, ^ults possibly In the Kanphia Field t^'lca (J®0) has copies of 
all Ic^ transcripts. 

It is also possiblo teat these transcripts are iwt in the KDBKIS files, to which 
this SttSTCh appears to have been limited despite imnediato protest of this in court, 
as well as poi'sonally to the JSL and 4S34 Dogatu 

I rseall no referonoe to a transcript of the log of the sheriff’s broadcasts, 
has great zelevanoe because the wBUd.e-taUde broadcset of the finding of the p»ftirgg» 
teat inoludeu the so-called Burder rifle was by a ahsriff 's iioutanant, Judson GboasXoy, 
The tine of the broadcast establishes the tLzae by which this pecdcagB was found as well 
as paaft of the chain of poseessioa. I m therefore led to believe that in sobs file from 
which it osn retrieve the FBI has a log of the sheriff’ 3 broadcasts and continues to 
idtbhold them. One possible explanation is that the I 3 jttot ccxisistent with tee 
official aeoouating of the fin di ng of tee package (inoluding by Oi®) and of the crime. 

Jia Losar will confirm ny statement of possible motivo in this withholding and refusal 
to search other files becauae I interviaired »t least tro relevant witness^, one Dhoxsiley,
